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Strike  may 
halt  BYU 
construction

National  columnist  Jack  Anderson 
in  an  exclusive  Daily  Universe 
interview  suggested  a Democratic 
party  connection  with  International 
Telephone  and  Telegraph,  a company 
which  allegedly  “bought  the  U.S. 
Justice -Department.” 

A partid  text  of  the  interview  is 
published  on  page  five  of  today’s 
Universe. 

Anderson  claimed  that  Felix 
Rohatyn  was,  “the  man  who  fixed  the 
case  for  ITT”  involving  a possible  link 
between  a favorable  out-of-court 
anti-trust  settlement  for  the 
cooperation  and  an  ITT  Republican 
contribution  at  approximately  the 
same  time . 

“This  same  Felix  Rohatyn 
contributed  $2,500  to  Edmund 
Muskie,”  said  Anderson.  “This  shows 
that  ITT  is  interested  in  winning  over 
the  Democrats  as  well  as  the 
Republicans.” 

“Of  course,”  he  added,  “the 
Republicans  are  in  charge  of  the 
Justice  Department.  The  Republicans, 
therefore,  were  in  a position  to  settle 
this  anti-truse  case.  It  is  not  too 
surprising  that  ITT  was  willing  to  put 
up  a little  more  money  for  the 
Republicans  than  the  Democrats.” 

Anderson  purported  in  his  February 
29  column,  ‘‘Washington 
Merry-Go-Round,”  that  he  had  a 
“highly  incriminating  memo”  from 
ITT’s  top  lobbyist,  Mrs.  Dita  B.  Beard, 
indicating  that  “not  only  that  the 
anti-trust  case  has  been  fixed  but  that 
the  fix  was  a payoff  for  ITT’s  pledge 
of  up  to  $^00,000  for  the  upcoming 
Republican  convention  in  San  Diego.” 

The  anti-trust  case  Anderson  is 
referring  to  has  been  labelled  the 
biggest  in  American  history.  ITT,  a 
giant  conglomerate  with  assets  of  $6.3 
billion  acquired  the  multi-billion  dollar 
Hartford  Fire  Insurance  Co.  in  June 
1970,  despite  government  objections. 

The  Justice  Department,  in  the 
move  at  issue  now,  said  13  months 
later  that  ITT  could  keep  Hartford 
Fire  if  it  got  rid  of  several  other 
smaller  acquisitions. 

Hartford  Fire,  with  assets 
exceeding  $2  billion,  is  generally 
considered  by  observers  much  more 
valuable  to  ITT  than  the  other 
companies  it  agreed  to  give  up, 
according  to  the  Associated  Press. 

REACTING  to  charges  that  his 
attack  on  the  Republican  party 
dealings  were  partisan,  Anderson  told 
the  Universe: 

“It  is  not  partisan.  I am  investigating 
ITT  connections  with  the  Democrats. 
If  ITT  had  helped  to  finance  the 
Democratic  convention,  I would  have 
written  the  story.”

Construction  will  grind  to  a halt  on  the 
new  engineering  building  if  the  state-wide 
plumber’s  strike  continues  for  three  or 
four  days  according  to  construction 
foreman  Chester  Boss. 

Boss  says  his  men  will  be  able  to  work 
“around  the  plumbers”  for  a few  days. 

“I  just  hope  they  don’t  picket  the  job 
so  we  can  go  as  far  as  we  can remarked 
the  foreman. 

If  picket  lines  go  up  Boss  says  he 
expects  all  of  his  men  to  honor  the  lines. 


Instead,  Anderson  felt  that  the 
Senate  committee,  which  is  hearing 
the  allegations,  is  partisan.  He  stated 
that  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 
Republican  James  Eastland, 
“announced  before  hearing  the  first 
witness  that  Richard  Kleindienst 
(Republican  Attorney  General 
implicated  in  ITT  bribery)  was  clean 
and  honest  and  a great  man.  Obviously 
he’d  reached  his  conclusion  before  any 
witnesses  were  heard.” 

“The  Republicans,  to  a man,  think 
that  Kleindienst  is  great,”  he  added.  “I 
doubt  if  in  the  depths  of  their  hearts 
they  feel  that  way.  But  they  are 
obliged  to  feel  that  way  politically 
because  Kleindienst  is  the  nominee  of 
the  President.” 

Anderson  related  to  the  Universe 
that  he  learned  of  the  alleged 
“dealings”  last  year  from  consumer 
advocate  Ralph  Nader.  “His  people 
have  been  working  on  the  ITT  case  for 
a long  time,”  he  said.  “And  they  had 
been  urging  us  to  write  about  it  for  a 
long  time.  At  one  point  I did 
investigate  it  briefly  and  was  able  to 
get  a secret  transcript  which  I read  and 
studied.'  I didn’t  think  there  was  that 
much  information  in  there,  so  I only 
did  a short  story  on  it.” 

Later,  when  Anderson  obtained  the 
Dita  Beard  memo,  he  “called  Ralph 
and  told  him  that  we  wanted  to 
compare  notes  with  him.”  Nader  had 
an  associate,  Reuben  Robertson  II, 
who  had  been  doing  “nothing  else  but 
investigating  ITT  for  the  past  four 
months.” 

ANDERSON  reported  that  he  did 
not  have  high  hopes  of  a final  decision 
from  the  special  Senate  committee 
that  has  been  reviewing  his  charges  for 
over  a month  now. 

‘‘I  would  expect  it  to  be 
inconclusive,”  he  said.  “ITT  has  the 
Republicans  working  with  them— not 
because  it’s  ITT  but  because  this 
particular  scandal  embarrasses 
Republicans  and  they’re  trying  to 
protect  themselves. 


Lt.  Robert  Kelshaw,  of  BYU  Security, 
reports  that  no  pickets  will  be  allowed  on 
campus.  If  the  union  intends  to  picket  it 
will  have  to  do  so  on  the  Provo  streets 
and  not  on  campus,  he  said. 

The  major  issue  in  the  strike,  according 
to  Pat  Bingham,  business  agent  for 
plumber’s  and  fitter’s  Local  466,  is  wages. 

He  claims  that  the  plumbers  are  paid  on 
an  average  80  cents  an  hour  less  than  in 
the  other  major  trades. 

He  also  stated  that  he  expected  about 
$1.50  more  an  hour  before  they  go  back 
to  work. 


“I  would  say  the  Republicans  will 
try  to  cover  up  and  the  Democrats  will 
try  to  uncover.  It  being  a political 
year,  both  sides  will  exaggerate  and 
the  final  result  will  be  inconclusive.” 

Anderson  reported  that  he  was 
surprised  that  FBI  Director  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  supported  him  on  the  date  of 
the  Dita  Beard  memo. 

The  FBI  report  concluded  on  the 
basis  of  ink,  margin  and  paragraph 
indentation  tests  that  the  memo  was 
typed  on  Dita  Beard’s  typewriter  on 
June  25,  1971.  The  out-of-court 
settlement  occurred  July  31,  1972  and 
announcement  that  the  convention 
was  going  to  San  Diego  came  eight 
days  later. 

“J.  EDGAR  Hoover  dislikes  me 
intensely,”  said  Anderson,  “and  for 
him  to  write  a letter  supporting  me 
must  have  choked  him.  So  I imagine 
that  he  worded  it  as  cautiously  as  he 
could  get  away  with  without  departing 
from  the  truth.  My  guess  is  that  if  we 
get  a hold  of  that  original  lab  report, 
we’d  find  it  much  stronger  in  my  favor 
than  what  J.  Edgar  Hoover’s  letter 
was.” 

Referring  to  the  hazy  confessions 
and  denials  of  Dita  Beard  concerning 
her  authorship  of  the  memo,  Anderson 
told  the  Universe: 

“That  whole  side  has  been 
fluctuating.  We’ve  held  to  our  story. 
We  told  the  same  story.  I didn’t  shred 
my  documents.  I went  to  the 
committee.  It  was  ITT  that  shredded 
their  documents  to  keep  the 
committee  from  getting  them. 

“I  didn’t  send  my  colleague  Bret 
Hume  or  anybody  else  to  hide  in 
Colorado.  ITT  sent  Dita  Beard  out  of 
town.  Thai’s  been  established  by  more 
than  two  witnesses  already.  We  haven’t 
changed  our  story.  They’ve  changed 
theirs  a number  of  times.  They’ve 
come  up  with  all  kinds  of  belated 
explanations  that  didn’t  occur  to  them 
three  weeks  ago.  I can  only  leave  it  up 
to  the  public  to  decide  which  side  is 
telling  the  truth.  And  I can  assure  you 
that  I am.” 


“We  might  picket  some  of  the  jobs,” 
remarked  Bin^am  though  he  would  not 
say  which  jobs  might  face  pickets. 

He  did  say  however,  if  picket  lines  do 
go  up  they  will  be  “informational 
pickets” . 

If  a picket  line  should  go  up  around 
campus  it  will  only  affect  the  engineering 
buUding  reported  Sam  Brewster,  director 
of  the  physical  plant. 

There  is  no  other  construction  going  on 
on  campus  at  the  present  time  and  none 
of  the  university  employees  are  unionized 
said  Brewster.

Telefund 

$35,000  expected  tonight 


Tonight  is  the  last  night  for  the 
BYU  Telefund.  According  to 
Steve  Brinton,  solicitation 
director,  volunteers  are  still 
needed  to  help.  Interested 
students  should  call  ext.  25 1 3. 

Pledges  to  the  fund  now  total 
$28,814.04.  This  far  exceeds  the 
original  goal  of  $25,000.  Brinton 
said  they  have  set  a new  goal  of 
$35,000.  He  said  if  they  have  a 
good  night  tonight  this  goal 
should  be  met. 

Pledges  received  Friday  night 
totaled  $4,875.02.  Approximately 
1 4,000  students  have  been 
contacted  in  the  six  nights  of 
telephoning.  About  70%  of  those 
students  contacted  are 
contributing. 


Shifts  for  the  telefund  workers 
are  from  5:30  to  8 and  from  8;30 
to  11.  A buffet  supper  is  served 
before  each  shift. 

Brinton  said  the  telefund 
directors  really  appreciate  the 
tremendous  response  of  the 
students  to  the  fund  as  well  as  the 
help  of  the  volunteer  callers. 

He  encouraged  students  who 
were  not  contacted  by  phone  to 
bring  a contribution  to  the 
Alumni  House  or  send  one  to  the 
Alumni  Association’s  Department 
of  Annual  Giving. 

Money  is  not  all  that  is  pledged 
to  the  Telefund.  One  lucky  girl 
caller  received  a pledge,  for 
1 00,000  kisses.  She  was 
authorized  by  Telefund  officials 
to  personally  collect  that  pledge. 


According  to  Dean  Rex  Lee  of 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  School  of 
Law,  the  applications  for  law 
school  seats  is  skyrocketing,  and 
the  reason  is  because  “law  is 
where  the  action  is,  and  more 
people  of  top  quality  are  coming 
to  that  reality.’’ 

“In  1960  it  was  no  trick' at  all 
to  get  into  a good  law  school,’’ 
observed  Lee,  however,  this  is  not 
the  case  today.  A very  slight 
increase  built  the  law  school 
enrollment  up  till  1968  when 
three  times  more  people  applied 
than  the  year  before,  and  that 
trend  increased  to  the  present 
enrollment  which  is  some  109,000 
student’s  applications,  which  is  a 
45%  increase  over  1971. 

BYU  will  enter  this  building 
profession  in  1973  with  its  first 
law  class,  which  will  be  the  best 
law  class  ever,  according  to  Dean 
Lee. 

Entrance  for  the  law  school  will 
be  based  upon  two  essential 
sources:  a GPA  of  at  least  3.0,  and 
LSAT  score  of  the  high  500’s.  The 
school’s  maximum  enrollment  will 
be  500  students  and  will  be  filled 
at  1/3  per  year  over  the  next 
three. 

The  students  at  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  School  of  Law  will  have  a 
faculty  of  25  professionals  chosen 
from  both  practitioners  who 
could  be  “effective”  teachers  and 
regular  law  instructors.  Further 
they  will  have  a library  which  will 
for  the  first  year  be  “adequate” 
for  any  requirements  for  first  year 
law  and  will  eventually  be  built  to 
include  some  150,000  to  200,000 
volumes.  50,000  volumes  are 
required  for  accreditation  by  the 
American  Bar  Associaiton,  and 
100,000  volumes  are  considered  a 
top  flight  library. 

The  new  law  building  will  be 
new  and  innovative  according  to 
Lee,  including  class  configurations 
which  will  tend  to  encourage 
interaction  between  student  and 
professor,  and  students

During  the  hour-long  period  on  Friday,  students 
will  have  a chance  to  visit  with  stake  presidents, 
counselors,  bishops,  and  bishoprics  of  their  home 
wards  and  stakes.  All  Church  officials  who  have 
students  at  BYU  from  their  wards  and  stakes  were 
sent  invitations  from  Pres.  Oaks  to  participate  in  the 
student  meeting. 

All  officials  who  are  on  campus  will  be  in  the 
ballroom  between  2 and  3 p.m.  A luncheon  and 
meeting  for  officials  will  follow.

personal  which  we  can  use  in  a very  direct  way  to  help  us  get  the  most 
and  the  best  for  our  money.  The  first  two  that  come  to  mind  are  KSL’s 
Action  Report  and  The  Deseret  News’  Do-It-Man. 

While  the  appeal  of  these  programs  is  great  and  the  results  are 
apparently  good,  they  have  several  drawbacks.  They  are  relatively 
limited  in  the  number  of  problems  solved  and,  for  the  most  part,  you 
and  I receive  no  direct  benefits.  Also,  there  is  no  way  they  can  help  you 
with  initial  purchases  by  comparing  products  for  quality. 


Advocates  of  the  Consumer 

It  is  a rare  occasion  these  dayS'  when  you  pick  up  a newspaper  or 
magazine  and  don’t  find  Ralph  Nader’s  name.  However,  there  is 
probably  good  reason  for  all  the  interest  in  consumer  advocacy.  While 
we  remain  members  of  an  extremely  affluent  nation  and  spend  billions 
of  dollars  annually  for  non-essentials,  we  are  becoming  increasingly 
concerned  about  the  quality  of  the  things  we  purchase. 

Trying  to  keep  up  with  the  Joneses  creates  a demand  for  products 
that  can  be  met  only  by  production  on  a scale  that  inherently  limits 
quality.  At  the  same  time,  manufacturers  try  to  adhieve  the  lowest 
prices  in  order  to  create  a greater  demand  for  their  product  and  this, 
too,  has  its  effect  on  quality. 

While  we,  as  students,  feed  the  economy  of  the  area  with  millions  of 
dollars  every  year,  little  is  done  to  insure  that  the  manner  in  which  our 
money  is  spent  is  the  most  beneficial.  I think  the  core  of  what  Ralph 
Nader  and  others  are  doing  revolves  about  this  idea  of  how  well  we 
spend  our  money,  whether  it  invofvel  product  safety  or  quality. 

While  Mr.  Nader  is  probably  the  most  famous  of  the  consumer 
advocates,  he  certainly  isn’t  the  only  one,  nor  has  he  been  around 
longer  than  others.  There  are  several  advocates  much  closer  and  more 


Have  you  ever  wished  for  a reliable  method  of  comparing  different 
product  brands  when  you  make  a purchase?  I recently  purchased  a 
subscription  to  what  has  to  be  one  of  the  most  directly  applicable 
consumer  advocates  around.  Consumer  Reports.  A monthly  publication 
of  Consumer’s  Union,  the  magazine  has  been  around  since  1936  and 
now  has  readers  numbering  over  two  million.  The  non-profit 
organization  seeks  to  apply  scientific  measuring  sticks  to  the  products 
we  use  every  day  and  pass  the  information  along  to  people  through  its 
publications.  The  magazine,  besides  merely  rating  products,  has  sound 
advice  on  such  things  as  credit  buying,  deceptive  advertising,  and 
product  safety.  Products  tested  include  consumables  and 
non-consumables;  everything  from  instant  potatoes  tofishing  boats  and 
denture  cleansers.  Some  items  are  also  given  a ‘real  cost’  rating,  in  other 
words,  according  to  durability,  reliability,  etc.  what  does  the  product 
really  cost  you? 

An  with  the  subscription,  I also  received  a copy  of  the  1972  Buying 
Guide,  a compendium  of  the  ratings  of  more  than  2300  products.  An 
entire  section  of  the  Guide  has  information  on  such  things  as: 
government  aids,  consumer  credit,  moving,  buying  a new  car,  values  of 
used  cars,  and  guarantees  and  waranties. 

If  you  have  the  slightest  interest  in  seeing  your  money  well  spent  for 
reliable  products,  try  spending  a little  time  with  Consumer  Reports.

The 
text  says:  "Equality  of  rights  under  the  law 
shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United 
States  or  by  any  state  on  account  of  sex." 
Thus,  it  is  an  amendment  on  equal  rights  for 
both  men  and  women.  In  case  of  a divorce,  if 
alimony  were  to  be  paid  at  all,  it  would  be  by 
whichever  partner  was  the  breadwinner  in  the 
first  place.  Certainly  the  present  system,  which 
requires  that  A must  bleed  off  B's  money,  even 
if  A is  a millionaire  and  B is  a poor  schnook, 
just  because  A is  a woman  and  B is  a man,  is 
simply  a case  of  exploitation  and  unrighteous 
dominion.  As,  a matter  of  fact,  it  is  almost  as 
bad  as  the  laws  in  several  states  which  justify 
the  "passion  killing"  of  a wife  by  a cuckolded 
husband,  but  not  the  opposite  case.  These  are 
the -kind  of  laws  the  27th  amendment  would 
abolish. 

Biological  differences  and  the  consequences 
thereof  (including  separate  restrooms)  can  not 
and  will  not  be  done  away  with  by  legislation. 
Furthermore,  the  27th  amendment  has  a 
built-in  clause  that  it  diall  not  become  effective 
until  "two  years  after  ratification."  That  is,  late 
1974  at  the  very  earliest.  The  present  draft  law 
expires  June  1973,  and  the  Administration  has 
promised  it  shall  not  be  renewed.  Therefore,  by 
then  there  will  be  a forced  conscription  for 
neither  men  nor  women,  but  both  will  be  free 
to  volunteer  for  service  in  the  defense  of  their 
country.

A lesson  to  be  learned

The  ITT  controversy  seems  to  have 
something  for  everyone— for  the 
Republicans,  bad  publicity;  for  the 
Democrats,  the  chance  to  play  white 
knight  hunting  down  the  forces  of 
corruption;  for  those  distrustful  of 
government,  an  affirmation  of  their  fears; 
for  those  partisans  of  energetic 
government,  the  opportunity  to  call  for 
still  more  control. 

The  cesspool  of  government-business 


relations  typified  by  the  ITT  case  only 
grows  murkier  as  the  Senate  investigation 
proceeds.  Nor  is  it  likely  that  the  matter 
will  be  significantly  clarified  with  Senator 
Kennedy  figuring  prominently  in  the 
effort,  given  his  history  of  aversion  to 
open  courtroom  proceedings. 

AND  WHAT  is  the  significance  and/or 
authority  of  the  memo  by  Dita  Beard?  To 
what  extent  did  Kleindienst  and  Mitchell 
participate  in  the  alleged  deal  between 
ITT  and  the  Justice  Department?  Did  Mr. 


Nixon  have  knowledge  of  any 
improprieties? 

The  questions  are  almost  endless  in 
number  and  sickening  in  implication. 
Moreover,  they  will  probably  not  be 
satisfactorily  answered  for  some  time  to 
come,  for  this  is  an  election  year,  and 
both  parties  will  seek  to  maximize  their 
political  mileage.  For  the  Democrats,  this 
will  mean  exploiting  the  issue  to  the 
fullest;  for  the  Republicans,  this  will 
mean  killing  it . 

But  the  central  problem  is  not  which 
party  is  left  standing  when  the  smoke 
clears,  for  it  ultimately  makes  little 
difference.  What  does  matter  is  that  once 
again  big  government  has  been  caught 
with  its  hand  in  the  cookie  jar  of  big 
business.  This  is  neither  shocking  nor 
unprecedented.  Quite  the  contrary.  It  is 
all  but  inevitable  that  the  power  of 
government  and  the  money  of  business 
(or,  for  that  matter,  labor)  should  find 
various  arrangements  which  would  be  to 
their  mutual  advantage.  As  for  the  good 
of  the  people?  “The  people  be  damned”. 

SO  WHILE  the  current  mess  will  drag 
on  for  as  long  as  is  profitable,  there  is  one 
positive  lesson  which  may  be  salvaged 
from  the  rubbish  heap.  It  is  simply  this: 
that  once  again  we  are  painfully  reminded 
that  those  who  seek  protection  from  the 
evils  of  the  world  by  running  to  the  eager 
arms  of  big  brother  seek  in  vain. 

If  rights  are  to  be  protected,  the  citizen 
must  look  to  himself  first  to  do  so. 

If  economics  matters  are  to  remain 
impartial,  the  free  market  is  the  only 
recourse. 

If  government  abuse  of  trust  and  power 
is  to  be  curbed,  then  the  trust  and  power 
given  must  be  also . 

If  the  ITT  interlude  does  nothing  else 
but  refresh  the  lazy  memories  of 
Americans  and  reawaken  them  to  those 
fundamental  facts,  then  it  may  well  have 
been  worth  the  price. 


“WEO  CHIUE/ 
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Round  she  goes*.*

Not  since  William  Randolph  Hearst  (who  allegedly  prompted  the  Spanid^-American 
War  in  ^e  late  mhetegnth  century  with  his  journahstic  skffl  and  powers)  has  ttere  been 
a man  with  more  influence  and  more  bias  than  national  columnist  Jack  Anderson, 
author  of  “The  Washington  Merry-Go-Round.” 

This  self-proclaimed  Pied  Piper  of  the  People  is  also  one  of  the  most  complex 
personalities  in  the  public  limeli^t  today,  with  few  standards  as  solid. 

Newsweek  calls  him  a “muckraker  with  a mission”,  an  honorable  man  whose  job  is 
defined  as  such  in  his  own  words:  “The  public  wants  someone  behind  the  scenes  telling 
it  like  it  re^ly  is.” 

I disagree.  The  man  is  more  taken  with  his  power  than  it  would  appear. 

His  platform  is  “keep  the  public  informed.”  What  he  doesn’t  say  or  won’t  admit  is 
that  the  public  is  getting  his  ideas  on  how  government  should  be-his  liberal  emphasis. 

As  he  admitted  to  me,  “I  enjoy  discovering  a crooked  conservative  more  than  I do 
discovering  a crooked  liberal.”  There  is  no  Republican  or  conservative  to  challenge  him 
in  the  public’s  eye. 

That  he  is  a man  of  honor  who  believes  that  what  he  is  doing  is  right  is  not  in 
question.  Yet  sincerity  has  never  been  a great  virtue  in  past  personalities  who  believed 
that  what  they  were  doing  was  inevitably  right.  Take  Hitler,  for  an  extreme,  or  the 
thousands  of  persons  who  walk  the  line  of  sanity  and  insanity  doing  what  they  think  “is 
right.” 

I’m  reminded  of  Walter  Wonderful,  the  hero  columnist  in  the  book  entitled  Capable 


of  Honor  by  Allen  Drury.  Wonderful,  during  the  course  of  the  book,  controls  the 
country  through  his  column.  The  public,  Drury  wrote,  was  always  “given  to  understand 
that  no  one  is  more  independent  than  Walter  and  his  friends,  none  more  sternly 
objective,  none  less  moved  by  the  passions  and  prejudices  that  afflict  ordinary  men. 
About  themselves  they  drape  the  mantle  of  a terrible  and  terrifying  righteousness,  even 
as  they  engage  in  the  most  savage  personal  attacks  upon  those  who  disagree  with  them.” 

SO  FAR,  backed  by  his  understaiKhng  of  the  ^ftirmon  belief  that  the  Constitution 
was  divinely  inspired,  he  has,  by  his  own  admission,  “mercflessly  toppled  half  a dozen 
national  figures  to  their  ruin  and  driven  at  least  three  men  to  suicide.” 

He  is  slick  and  he  fields  questions  and  opinions  better  than  any  politician.  Time  and 
Newsweek  report  his  total  expenditures  to  show  he’s  above  board.  Yet  neither  mentions 
the  $90,000  beach  house  he  is  purchasing. 

Beyond  all  his  faults,  I think  he’s  highly  admirable.  Since  Pearson’s  death,  his  column 
has  gained  a great  deal  of  credibility  and  readership.  He  now  is  affecting  the  government 
as  a professional  thorn  in  the  side.  He  will  go  on  doing  so  as  long  as  the  public  demands 
his  exposes  on  a seven-day  a week  basis. 

But  it  could  become  dangerous  for  the  country.  Jack  Anderson  is  the  same  judge  who 
told  the  Universe: 

“There  are  many  things  that  I feel  are  not  in  the  public  interest  to  release.  I make  the 
decision.  I can’t  allow  the  government  to  make  that  decision  because  the  government 
has  abused  its  authority  so  flagrantly.” 

I’d  like  to  say  “Write  on.  Jack,”  but  his  words  make  me  wary.  One  day  he  may 
actually  become  the  man  with  the  Muck-rake  in  the  second  part  of  John  Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim ’s  Progress  who  was  so  concerned  with  raking  filth  from  the  ground  that  he  could 
not  see  the  celestial  crown  that  was  offered  him. 
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Controversial  columnist  Jack  Anderson  talks  candidly  in 
a telephone  interview  with  Daily  Universe  News  Editor 
Dale  Van  Atta  about  ‘'political  security"  in  secret 
document  classification,  the  downhill  slide  of  FBI  Chief  J. 
Edger  Hoover,  and  what  a Mormon  is  doing  writing  a 
column  tike  his. 


Do  you  think  that  the  government  should  be  allowed  to 
classify  information? 

1 think  the  government  must  of  course  conduct  its 
foreign  policy  and  its  military  strategy  in  secret.  1 just  feel 
that  the  government  has  forfeited  its  right  to  make  that 
decision.  1 haven’t  talked  to  anyone  who  understands 
government  documents  who  doesn’t  admit  to  me  that  95 
to  98  per  cent  of  classified  documents  ought  not  to-be 
classified.  That’s  a massive  abuse  of  power  to 
classify.  They  are  wrong  when  they  say  we  published 
everything  about  the  India  Pakistan  conflict.  There  were 
many  things  about  the  conflict  that  1 felt  ought  not  to  be 
published.  I don’t  see  how  a newspaper  man  or  citizens 
can  possibly  trust  a government  that  classified  95  to  98 
per  cent  of  the  information  that  belongs  to  the  public. 
That’s  not  national  security.  That’s  political  security. 

Do  you  have  any  problems  with  the  FBI? 

Sure.  They  were  tailing  me  today.  They’re  not  too 
clever. 

What  to  you  do  when  you’re  tailed? 

! take  down  the  license  number.  Then  I check  it  out 
with  my  friends  in  the  police  department  just  to  make 
sure  it  was  an  FBI  car.  I’ve  already  done  that.  The  same 
car  has  shown  up  two  days  in  a row. 

What  about  J.  Edgar  Hoover? 

He  should  have  resigned  ten  years  ago.  His  competence 
has  gone  down.  1 don’t  think  the  public  would  believe 
whai  is  going  on.  He  built  the  FBI.  When  he  took  it  over  it 
was  just  a collection  of  misfits  and  political  hacks.  He 
built  it  into  a tremendous  organization  but  in  the  last  five 
or  ten  years  it’s  been  going  down  hill  at  70  miles  an  hour. 
His  methods  are  old  fashioned.  He’s  become  petty  and 
crochet.  He’s  fired  the  top  people  around  him.  Their  only 
sin  is  that  they  look  crossways  at  him  sometimes  or  they 
question  some  of  his  decisions.  He  has  become  an  absolute 
autocrat.  An  absolute  dictator.  The  result  is  that  crime  in 
America  is  increasing.  The  main  cause  of  it  is  drug  traffic. 
President  Johnson  tried  to  get  Hoover  to  put  the  biggest, 
the  most  formidible  of  our  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
work  on  it  and  stop  crime.  But  Hoover  wouldn’t  do  it. 
Nobody  wants  to  tangle  with  Hoover.  The  result  is  that 
our  biggest  and  best  law  enforcement  agency  is  out 
chasing  stolen  automobiles.  They  refuse  to  have  anything 
tc  do  with  trying  to  halt  the  drug  traffic. 

Do  you  work  with  Ralph  Nader? 

i do  and  have  done  for  a long  time.  1 think  our  column 
was  one  of  the  first  to  play  up  Ralph  Nader.  We  were 
giving  him  some  support  if  we  felt  his  crusade  was  in  the 
public  interest. 

What  do  you  hope  to  accomplish  with  your  column? 

1 think  that  my  objectives  and  motives  are  highly 
influenced  by  my  Mormon  background.  I’ve  been  brought 
up  to  believe  that  the  constitution  was  a divinely  inspired 
document  and  I’ve  also  been  brought  up  to  believe 
members  of  the  Church  in  particular  have  an  obligation  to 
support  right  and  oppose  wrong.  I’ve  also  been  taught  as  a 
Mormon  that  the  struggle  is  not  just  between  good  and 
evil  but  between  force  and  freedom.  And  I hope  to  use 
the  column  for  those  purposes.  I hope  to  root  out 
wrong-doing.  I think  that  the  greatest  disinfectant  is 
sunlight  and  when  there  are  deals  that  are  being  made  and 
corruption  brewing  in  the  backrooms  of  government,  I 
think  it  must  be  raked  out  in  the  open. 

What  would  be  a profile  of  the  1972  Politician? 

I think  that  most  of  the  people  who  govern  us  are 
people  of  decency  and  integrity.  But  they  are  also  human. 
They  like  to  tell  their  side  of  the  story  and  hope  the 
public  would  believe  their  side.  They  are  also  guilty  of 
little  excesses  as  you  and  I are.  Their  violations  are  more 
serious  than  yours  because  they  hold  public  office  and 
they’re  in  a position  to  violate  more  important  laws  and 
more  important  ethical  restrictions. 

The  Church  has  done  baptisimal  work  for  many  of  the 
past  U.S.  presidents  and  the  Articles  of  Faith  tell  us  to  be 
subject  to  kings,  presidents  and  rulers.  How  does  this 
effect  your  stand?

The  column 

I don't  think  the  president  of  the  country  or  the 
president  of  the  Church  gives  up  his  human  frailties  and 
faults  because  of  the  office.  1 think  they  are  both  entitled 
to  inspiration.  But  I think  that  there  has  been  only  one 
divine,  one  perfect  person  ever  to  live  on  the  earth  and 
that  was  Jesus  Christ.  1 think  the  presidents  of  our  church 
have  been  guilty  of  sin  and  faults  and  mistakes. 

I think  that  the  presidents  of  our  country  have  been 
even  more  guilty,  I don’t  think  they  ought  to  be  immune 
therefore  and  that  we  should  accept  everything  they  do  as 
coming  from  God.  1 would  hate  to  feel  that  the  celestial 
kingdon  would  be  populated  with  some  of  the  people  who 
have  made  it  to  the  lop  office  of  this  government.  The 
Lord  doesn’t  compel  them  to  be  righteous. 

If  you  were  the  President  of  the  U.S.  would  you  be 
afraid  of  Jack  Anderson? 

I think  that  unless  every  decision  I made  was  all  wise 
and  all  good,  that  I should  be  nervous  about  someone 
exposing  my  mistakes. 

As  a member  of  the  Church,  is  it  difficult  when  people 
call  you  a liar  over  your  columns? 

I expect  it.  I’m  offended  by  it.  I’d  be  most  offended  if  a 
member  of  the  Church  were  to  accuse  me.  I don’t  lie, 
although  1 don’t  go  so  far  as  to  say  I doji’t  make  mistakes. 

1 am  of  course  offended  when  people  say  that  I don’t  tell 
the  truth  because  there  is  no  one  in  Washington  who  tries 
harder  to  find  the  truth  and  to  report  it. 

How  many  informants  do  you  have? 

We  don’t  have  any  figures  but  we  certainly  have  a good 
network  of  informants.  We  keep  in  almost  weekly  touch. 

What  makes  someone  release  confidential  information? 

Most  of  the  information  comes  from  people  at  the  top 
who  have  a sense  of  security , who  understand  what  secrets 
can  be  released  and  who  have  confidence  in  me  and 
enough  job  security  that  they  are  willing  to  do  it.  You’ll 
find  that  secretaries  and  clerks  are  frightened.  They  may 
be  outraged  over  firings  they  hear  but  most  of  them  are 
concerned  about  making  a living. 

Do  you  feel  awed  or  frightened  that  you  are  one  of  the 
few  people  who  decides  what  is  confidential  to  the 
security  of  the  nation? 

I am  neither  awed  nor  frightened  by  it  but  1 am  a bit 
dismayed.  I wish  that  there  were  others  that  had  access  to 
that  information. 

Did  Daniel  Ellsberg  consider  releasing  the  Pentagon 
Papers  to  you? 

No,  I heard  about  the  Pentagon  papers  a year  before 
they  ever  came  out  and  made  no  effort  to  get  them.  I 
didn’t  seek  them  because  they  were  described  to  me  as  an 
historical  study,  which,  in  fact,  they  were.  And  the  word 
“historical”  inhibited  me.  I made  an  error  in  news 
judgement.  1 should  have  gone  after  those  papers  which  I

undoubtedly  could  have  gotten  if  I tried.  Once  i know 
papers  exist,  if  I want  them,  I usually  get  them. 

I understand  the  Mafia  has  warned  you  not  to  walk  by 
any  tall  buildings. 

Oh,  yeah.  But  they’re  not  going  to  do  anything.  I’m  not 
worried  about  the  Mafia  because  I’m  too  prominent.  The 
Mafia  doesn’t  like  to  bother  with  prominent  people 
because  they  usually  wind  up  getting  in  more  trouble. 
They’re  just  trying  to  scare  you.  That’s  all. 

Has  anyone  else  sent  you  assassination  threats? 

You  get  those,  yes.  People  who  send  you  threats  have 
accomplished  their  purpose.  It’s  the  ones  that  don’t  send 
threats  that  you  want  to  worry  about.  Some  nut. 

Are  you  ever  frightened? 

No.  There  is  no  reason  to  be  frightened.  I acknowledge 
the  possibility  that  some  nut  might  try  something  some 
day  but  there  will  also  be  the  possibility  that  an  airplane 
will  go  down.  I can’t  go  through  life  worrying  about  those 
possibilities. 

Who  do  you  favor  in  the  election? 

I expect  I’ll  vote  against  Nixon  but  it  depends  on  who 
the  Democratic  nominee  is.  I wouldn’t  vote  for,  Eugene 
McCarthy,  or  George  Wallace.  I would  prefer  Muskie, 
Humphrey,  McGovern  even  to  Nixon. 

Why  not  McCarthy? 

1 think  he’s  a radical.  In  my  opinion  I don’t  like  the 
people  around  him.  1 know  Eugene  McCarthy.  He’s  a very 
wise,  sensible  man  in  some  respects  but  I think  that  he’s 
lost  a lot  of  the  good  sense  he  had  when  he  was  a Senator 
and  1 don’t  have  too  much  respect  for  him. 

Do  you  feel  that  there  tends  to  be  a great  deal  of  apathy 
on  the  part  of  Mormons? 

I think  that  thereris  altogether  too  much  apathy  on  the 
part  of  Mormons.  Maybe  smugness  is  a better  word.  1 
think  that  Mormons  tend  to  believe  that  they’re  so  right 
that  they  know  everything.  They’re  so  confident  of  what 
they  are  doing  that  they  don’t  bother  to  inform 
themselves.  1 hasten  to  add  that  this  is  not  what  the  Lord 
would  advise  them.  There  is  no  substitute  for  knowing 
what’s  going  on.  A good  Mormon  must  keep  informed 
because  there  is  no  other  way  that  they  can  vote  wisely  in 
November.  They  must  be  informed  because  the  Lord  has 
made  it  clear  he  isn’t  going  to  tell  them  who  to  vote  for. 
Any  bishop  who  says  vote  Republican  or  Democratic  is 
going  beyond  his  Church  responsibilities.  The  Church  has 
made  it  clear  we  believe  in  a two-party  system  and  you’ll 
find  the  President  of  the  Church  appearing  with  both 
candidates.  Any  Mormon  who  feels  he  can  rely  on  the 
Lord  or  the  Bishop  or  some  passage  of  scripture  to  guide 
him  in  November  is  making  a great  error.  He  is  going  to  be 
entirely  on  his  own  when  he  goes  into  that  voters  booth. 
Mormons  are  taught  that  they  have  a special  responsibility 
towards  this  government.

has  since  released  two  albums,  the 
newest  being  “I  Believe  In  Music”. 
His  billing  as  a “song  painter” 
came  when  Glen  Campbell,  asked 
what  he  knew  of  Davis, 
commented,  “Mac  don’t  write 
songs— he  paints  ’em.” 

Davis’  music  has  been  described 
as  strongly  country-flavored  with 
a great  deal  of  his  own  soul  put  in, 
all  reflections  of  his  upbringing  in 
Lubbock,  Texas.  After  graduating 
from  high  school,  he  found  time 
between  two  jobs  to  begin  a rock 
n’  roll  band  which  he  eventually 
took  on  the  road.

George  S.  McGovern,  going  all  out  to  cash  in  on  his  chances  of 
winning  his  first  primary  in  the  1972  campaign  in  Wisconsin  today, 
charged  yesterday  “the  Nixon  administration  is  owned  body  and  soul 
by  big  business.” 

McGovern  and  Sen.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  were  considered  the  men  to 

beat  shortly  before 
polls  opened. 

Sen.  Edmund  S. 
M u s k i e , the 
sometime  front- 
runner of  the 
Democratic  field, 
was  rated  third  by 
most  experts 
assessing  the  pack  of 
twelve  candidates 
listed  as  bidding  for 
W i sconsin’s  67 
Democratic  National 
Convention 
delegates. 

But  the  “wild  card”  of  the  pack,  Alabama  Gov.  George  C.  Wallace, 
could  spoil  all  their  showings  if  Wisconsin’s  traditional  primary 
crossover  voting  from  Republicans  goes  his  way. 

McGovern  promised  that,  if  elected,  he  would  get  to  work  on  paring 
down  corporate  tax  advantages. 

Humphrey  entered  the  primary  “to  prove  to  myself  and  to  others 
that  I am  a viable,  electable  candidate.” 

New  York  Mayor  John  V.  Lindsay  told  a news  conference  a 
telephone  survey  showed  him  finishing  third  in  Wisconsin  behind 
Humphrey  and  McGovern. 

Stricter  controls  prohibited 

The  states  were  prohibited  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  yesterday 
from  imposing  stricter  radiation  controls  on  nuclear  power  plants  than 
those  used  by  the  federal  government. 

Lower  level  courts  ruled  that  Congress,  by  enacting  the.  Atomic 
Energy  Law,  had  given  the  federal  government  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
the  field.  The  Supreme  Court  agreed  in  a brief  announcement  without 
hearing  the  case.

When  an  individual  puts  his  trash  on  the  street  for  collection,  does  he 
have  constitutional  protection  against  search  of  the  contents? 

The  Supreme  Court  agreed  yesterday  to  decide  if  California  police 
had  the  right  to  search  trash  on  a garbage  truck  which  was  believed  to 
contain  marijuana  or  other  drugs. 

The  court  will  hear  the  case  next  fall  to  decide. 

Food  prices  frozen 

Administration  officials  say  a freeze  on  food  prices  may  be  needed  if 
they  continue  to  increase,  but  the  lower  prices  seem  to  be  on  the  way. 

The  administration’s  pressure  on  food  chains  has  begun  to  take  effect 
with  retailer’s  “committed  now  to  bringing  prices  down.”

U.S.,  Viets  trade  blame 


Both  North  Vietnamese  and 
U.S.  sources  exchanged  charges 
yesterday,  each  accusing  the  other 
of  seeking  to  escalate  the  war  and 
step  up  bombing  raids. 

Accusing  Hanoi  of  a “flagrant 
violation”  of  a 1968  agreement 
which  led  to  the  cessation  of 
bombing,  the  U.S.  left  open  the 
possibility  of  resumption  of  heavy 
American  air  attacks  over  North 
Vietnam.  At  the  same  time  North 
Vietnam  and  the  Viet  Cong  said 
that  U.S.  claims  of  an  invasion  of 
South  Vietnam  was  merely  an 
excuse  to  escalate  the  war  and 
bombing. 

Also  calling  for  the  U.S.  to 
resume  the  conference  it  broke 
off  March  23,  the  Viet  Cong  Paris 
delegation  said  as  long  as  the 
United  States  boycotts  the 
conference  “the  Vietnamese 
people  will  have  no  other  choice 


but  to  continue  its  struggle  until 
final  victory.” 

Viet  Cong  spokesman  Ly  Van 
Sau  dismissed  reports  of  massive 
North  Vietnamese  intervention  in 
Quang  Tri  province,  South 
Vietnam’s  northernmost  district 
indicating,  “This  pretended 
presence  of  North  Vietnamese 
troops  is  the  well-known  U.S. 
argument  to  explain  the  rout  of 
the  puppet  South  Vietnamese 
army  and  to  justify  their  threats 
to  restart  the  bombing  against 
North  Vietnam.” 

A State  Department  spokesman, 
Robert  J.  McCloskey,  however 
said  the  North  Vietnamese  attacks 
in  Quang  Tri  province  with  heavy 
artillery  and  tank  support  was 
considered  “an  invasion  of  South 
Vietnam”  and  a violation  of  the 
demilitarized  zone  between  the 
two  countries.

BYU  is  not  preparing  to  follow  Utah  State  University  (USU)  in 
switching  from  a campus  police  force  to  the  local  police  department. 

That  question  was  “pretty-well  decided  on  our  campus  in  1953,” 
according  to  Chief  Swen  Nielsen,  head  of  BYU  Security. 

In  1953  when  BYU  was  expanding,  BYU  hired  a former  member  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  who  had  worked  on  the  UCLA 
campus  to  head  a security  program  on  this  campus.  Provo  City  and 
BYU  split  the  cost  50-50. 

When  Leonard  Christensen  retired  in  1961,  Nielsen  took  over.  He 
reports  that  BYU  has  gradually  evolved  the  program  so  that  this  campus 
is  now  policed  entirely  by  BYU  Security.  BYU  also  pays  the  full  cost  of 
the  force,  but  this  expense  remains  undisclosed. 

The  force  is  composed  of  18  full-time  police  officers  who  are  peace 
officers  certified  by  the  state  police  academy  in  Salt  Lake  City.

Eighteen  part-time,  non-certified  and  unarmed  students  usually  in  law 
enforcement  are  responsible  for  ticketing  and  traffic  control. 

Nielsen  gave  several  reasons  for  maintaining  Security  as  a separate 
force.  Our  campus  and  student  body  are  larger  than  USU’s,  he  pointed 
out,  and  it  would  be  “extremely  costly  to  the  community”  to  turn 
control  of  the  campus  over  to  the  city  police  force. 

Utah  State  is  a tax-supported,  public  institution,  while  BYU  is  private 
and  does  not  pay  taxes.  Although  it  is  probably  more  costly  for  BYU  to 
maintain  Security  than  it  would  be  if  the  Provo  Police  Department 
covered  the  campus,  Nielsen  feels  there  are  factors  other  than  economy 
involved. 

It  takes  a “special  kind  of  police  officer  on  a college  campus,”  said 
Nielsen.  “We’re  working  in  an  entirely  different  environment  than  the 
municipal  officer.  . . Our  officers  must  be  able  to  adapt  to  the  ‘ins  and 
outs’  of  the  campus.”  / 

BYU  assumes  responsibility  for  its  students’  conduct,  which  many 
universities  do  not.  “Therefore,  the  university  is  more  comfortable 
supervising  its  own  police  functions  than  d e 1 e g a ting 
responsibility,”  Nielsen  explained. 

Nielsen  emphasized  that  his  people  are  sworn  in  by  the  Provo  Police 
Department.  Lieutenant  Forshee  of  the  Provo  Police  Department 
characterized  their  relationship  with  Security  as  “hand-in-glove.”

said  Captain  Jim  Moss  of  the  Air 
Force  ROTC. 

Speaking  for  the  Army  ROTC, 
Major  John  Kallunki  said  that  the 
AROTC  is  now  producing  the 


second-largest  group  of  officers  of 
any  university  in  the  country 
because  of  the  “support  from  the 
administration  and  the  student 
body.” 

He  said  that  BYU’s  AROTC 
students  had  been  reviewed  on 
March  3 of  this  month  by  the  6th 
Army  Inspector  General  Team  on 
a tour  of  inspection  covering  a 
number  of  college  ROTC  units. 
“They  chose  BYU  last  because 
they  knew  that  the  atmosphere 
here  would  have  them  finish  their 
inspection  on  a positive  note,” 
said  Kallunki.  They  further 
commented  after  their  visit  that 
BYU  “had  the  best  program  of  all 
schools  they  had  inspected,”  he 
said. 

Contrary  to  other  universities, 
BYU  has  “never  had  any 
movem'ent  directly  against 
ROTC,’’  according  to  ROTC 
officials,  although  they  did 
mention  a slight  ripple  of  concern 
caused  in  October  of  1970  when  a 
group  of  students  distributed  a 
leaflet  giving  alternatives  to 
military  service.  “I  did  not 
interpret  that  as  a direct  slam 


against  ROTC.”  said  AFROTC 
Captain  Moss. 

Against  the  idea  of  war,  and 
advocating  that  it  be  avoided.  Dr. 
Ruth  Young,  assistant  professor 
of  home  economics  education, 
said  “Until  we  become  good 
enough  and  wise  enough  to  do 
this,  armed  forces  are  probably  a 
necessity.”  She  continued  that  a 
student  could  “both  serve  his 
country  better  and  complete  his 
education  with  fewer 
interruptions  by  joining  ROTC.”

BYU  parents  and  friends  have 
been  invited  to  the  two-day  open 
house  on  campus  to  participate  in 
various  student  activities  and  meet 
with  University  President.  Dallin 
H.  Oaks. 

. .Platt’s  speech,  at  1 p.m.  in  the 
Pardoe  Drama  Theater,  HFAC, 
will  be  followed  by  a panel 
discussion.  With  Dr.  Gary  S. 
Williams  of  the  BYU  Asian 
Studies  Department  as  moderator, 
the  panel  will  include  Platt  and 
Dr.  Spencer  J.  Palmer,  chairman 
of  Asian  Studies;  Dr.  Ray  C. 
Hillam,  chairman  of  the  Political 
Science  Department;  Clifford 
Edmunds,  an  instructor  in  history; 
and  Ted  Telford,  a graduate 
student  in  political  science. 

Following  the  panel  discussion, 
the  visitor  will  speak  at  3 p.m.  to 
a political  science  class  on 
international  relations  theory  in 
116  JKB.  The  public  also  is 
invited  to  attend  this  class  period. 

At  age  36  Platt  has  spent  ten  of 
his  1 3 years  with  the  Foreign 
Service  working  on  Chinese 
affairs.

Bugs  need  to  be  worked  out

Prior  to  regularly  scheduled 
Forums  and  Devotional  assemblies 
in  the  Marriott  Activities  Center, 
there  is  a need  to  ascertain  “what 
some  of  the  problems  are  going  to 
be,”  according  to  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  dean  of  student  life. 

“We’re  continuing  to  study  the 
cost  and  programs,”  Cameron 
said,  and  a decision  will  be  made 
this  summer  concerning  when 
assemblies  will  move  permanently 
to  the  Activities  Center. 

LaVar  Bateman,  chairman  of 
Forum  assemblies,  said  he  has 
received  permission  from 
Cameron  to  hold  the  first  forum 


in  the  Center  on  March  9,  when 
Sebastian  Cabot  spoke,  because  he 
wanted  to  see  how  certain 
arrangements,  such  as  “timing, 
placement  of  personnel,”  and 
seating  would  work  out. 

Bateman  added  that  it  was 
desired  to  test  out  the  Center 
because  “it’s  unfair  to  put  a fine 
artist  or  speaker  in  a place  that’ll 
make  him  look  ridiculous.” 

Commenting  on  the  first  forum, 
he  said,  “the  sound,  lighting,  and 
physical  arrangements  went 


beautifully,”  but  he  admitted  that 
there  are  “some  real  advantages 
and  some  problems”  with  having 
programs  in  the  Activities  Center. 

He  indicated  that  “we  have 
much  to  learn  about  how  to  get 
our  student  body  and  faculty  in 
and  out  smoothly  and  on  time,” 
pointing  out  that  “there  wasn’t 
enough  time  to  get  anyone  south 
of  the  HFAC  there  in  time.” 

He  feels  the  Center  is 
conveniently  located  to  BYU 
residence  halls,  but  it  was  farther 


from  the  JSB  and  others. 
However,  when  it  is  desired  to 
have  a big  audience,  “now  we 
have  a place  to  put  them.” 

The  size  of  the  Center  may  also 
be  a disadvantage,  because  the 
first  row  of  the  audience  is  so  far 
from  the  speaker.  According  to 
Bateman,  that  may  make  it 
difficult  for  the  speaker  to  “see 
the  whites  of  their  eyes”  in  order 
to  “sense  audience  reaction.”  On 
the  other  hand,  Cameron  said  the 


distance  from  the  speaker  to  the 
top  row  of  the  Center  “isn’t  much 
farther”  than  the  distance  to  the 
top  row  in  the  south  end  of  the 
Fieldhouse. 

According  to  Edward  S.  Jones, 
BYU  Electronic  Media  Operations 
Manager,  the  Activities  Center 
sound  system  has  been  tested  with 
a full  house  and  when  empty,  to 
compare  the  difference  in 
accoustical  effects.  As  far  as  he 
knows,  the  Center  is  the  only 
place  in  the  country  where  this 
has  been  done. 

Physical  and  mechanical  tests  of 
the  sound  system,  began  this 
week.
